And rhis Con- 
fenrit felf ferv’d in the Primitive Times for a Rule 
to diftinguith the Canonical Bocks from thole thar 
were doubiful and fuppofirious, Indeed fome of 
the Epiftles of tae Apoftics were not ar firft re- 
ceiv'd by an unanimous Confent ef all Churches, 
yetthey were always confiderd as Books of grear 
Authority, and {oon after they receivd the fame 
Authority with the reft. This is confirm’d by the 
ancient Catalogues of the Holy Books of the New 
Teftamenr, wherein the Books we have at preient 
arecomprizd, We find all of them, excepr the 
Revelations, in the Canon of the Council of Laedi- 
cea, Lhey are allreceivd by Se.
